On motion of Mr. Aldrich the senate rules 
were 60 amended so as to include among per- 
sons entitled to privileges of the floor the pres- 
ident elect and vice-president elect.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 


The Bul Before tie House—Some Amend- 
ment® Adopted, Others Rejected, 

WASHINGTON, January 4.—In the house Mr. 
Dunn, of Arkansas, cailed up the Nicaragua 
canal bill, with amendmeuts agreed to in com- 
mittee of the whole, upon which the previous 
question was ordered before the holiday recess 
was taken. 

The first amendment upon which a yea and 
nay vote was demanded, was that offered by 
Mr. Holman, of Indiana, providing that noth- 
ing in the act shall be construed to commit the 
United States to any liability on account of the 
Nicaragua company, and requiring this proviso 
to be printed on every bond, certificate of 
stock, or other obligation issued by the com- 


pany. 


The amendment was agreed to—yeas 145, . 


nays 3d. 

Lhe amendment offered by Mr. Wilson, of 
Minnesota, providing that no certificate of 
stock shall be issued until at least 10 per cent 
shall be paid for in money; that the stock 
shall not be assignable until the whole of same 
shall be paid in; that no bonds in excess of the 
amount of capital shail be issued until such 
paid capital shall amount to $5,000,000, was 
agreed to—yeas 102, nays 75. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Bland, of 
Missouri, reserving: to congress the right to 
alter, amend of repeal this act and to regulate 
tariff rates, forthe transportation of persons 
and property, was agreed to—yeas 83, nays 80; 
speaker Carlisle voting in the negative in 
order to make a quorum. 

The. amendment offered by Mr. Baker, of 
Illinois, reserving to the United States the 
right at. any time to purchase the property 
of the company at a price equal to 
its actual cost, with interest at the rate of five 
per cent, was rejected, 

The bill was then passed—yeas 157, nays 34. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, immediately called up 
the resolution reported by him yesterday from 
the committee on rules, abolishing during the 
remainder of the session the call of states for 
the introduction and reference of bills upon 
the first and third (suspension) Mondays of 
each month. 

Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, raised a point of 
order that today being Friday, and devoted, 
under the rules, tothe consideration of private 
business, the resolution, applying as it did to 

islation, could not now be called up. 

The potat having been prompily overruled 
by the speaker, Mr. Anderson raised the ques- 
tion of consideration. 

After a long debate thespeaker said that the 
question raised was an entirely new one. The 
genera! rule of the house wasthat a question 
of consideration could be raised against anys 
question called up. In this instance, the factd 
were that the resolution had heen reportey,. 
yesterday as 2 matter of privilege, its conside,_ 
ation entered upon and the yeas and nays o 
dered on a demand for the previous question’ 

The chair thought (and announced his decis- 
ion with some hesitation and doubt) that under 
the circumstances a question of consideration 
could not be made against it, and the chair so 
decided, 

‘The clerk will call the yeas and nays on or- 
dering the previous question,’’ said the speaker, 
afier delivering his decision.

Catholic convention today, 5. E. Hardy, dele- 
vate from St. Paul. read a paper on Catholicity 
in the northwest, and George R. Thompson, 
delegate from South America, spoke of the 
color line as drawn at homeand abroad.

BETWEEN SENATOR VANCE AND 
. SENATOR HOAR, 


ABOUT PROTECTION AND FREE TRADE

The Senator from Massachusetts Puts a 
Question to the Senator from North 
Carolina and Gets an Answer. 


WASHINGTON, January 4.—In the course of 
tariff debate in the senate today, Mr. Hawley, 
of Connecticut, interrnpted Mr. Vance, and 
asked him whether there was any nation 
which he thought had any approximately just 
System of taxation. and if not, which of the 
nations was nearest right. 

Mr. Vance replied that the system of taxa- 
ion which was the nearest right (so far as he 
was acquainted with them) was the English 
system, 

Mr. Hawley—That is about the answer 
which I expected to get. 

Mr. YVance.—I see what you call the “true 
inwardness” of your question. The object is 
hat you may charge that we arein the Eng- 
lish interest, that we are following the Eng- 
lish system ; that we are foreigners to our own 
people; but there was never a greater picco of 
hyprocrisy than this pretense of dislike to 
foreigners. You only dislike a foreigner when 
he brings something to sell. When he brings 
in a blanket, a pair of shoes or anything else 
cheaper than you are willing to make or sell, 
than you despise the foreigner and appeal to 
all kinds of prejudice against him. But when 
he comes to underbid the American and take 
bread out of his mouth, you welcome:him 
with an open and hyprocritical embrace 
That is what is universally done, and half the 
factories of New England now are filled with 
men who are nct even citizens of the United 
States, but who come across the border from 
Canada and elsewhere, and who return with 
the profits of their labor. You-welcome that 
foreigner when he comes in the midst of your 
strikes, when you can use him for the purpose 
of putting down and suppressing the efforts of 
the American laborer to secure his share in the 
taxation imposed in his name, but when a for- 
eigner comes with anything to sell he is 
“Anathema Maranatha,’ and all men are 
characterized as ‘‘traitors’’ who desire to pur- 
chase his preduction at a reasonable price. 

Mr. Hawley—I gave the senator from North 
Carolina no excuse for saying that I dislike a 
foreigner. I have no personal reason for dis- 
liking England or Englishmen. I disbelieve 
in the English sysieu of taxation and what I 
wanted was to get one deinocrat to avow 
frankly the honest purpose of that party—that 
the adoption of free trade is the policy of that 
party. Not one time in fifty, on the stump or 
in newspapers, were we able in the last cam- 
paign to get a democratic politician or editor 
to tell the truth in regard to the position of 
their party. An avowed free trade meeting 
was held in Boston the other day, glorifying 
the campaign, glorifying the president of the 
United States, glorifying every effort in 
behalf of free trade; prophesying a glorious 
future for it and the great progress to be made 
under it. All we ask of the other side is that 
they shall tell the truth about the 
inevitable drift of their party, that 
which the whole world knows 
(iucluding themselves) to be the truth; that 
they gnean to bring the country to the adoption 
of asystem of taxation that will tax only 
articles of un’versal consumption (practically 
a poll tax). Thatis what the party means, 
and that is why I asked the senator from 
North Carolina the question, I 
wished to know what system 
of taxation was nearest to his idea and 
that he said that the English was, that Ing- 
land levies no protective duties whatever. 
There is a great variety of vegetable produc- 
tions which she cannot produce. There are 
many things necessary for the table and for 
manufactures which she cannot produce; 
woods which she cannot grow and cotton 
which she cannot grow. So that England is 
utterly unable to adopt our protective policy 
if she wished ‘odo so. Here we have a terri- 
tory ranging from the artic to the tropics, cov- 
ering a wide range cast and west, with the 
possibility of producing almost everything in 
the world, so ‘that we can live 
with what we produce. I said in the 
campaign thatif we had the famous China 
wall,a hundred miles wide, and kept it up for 
fifty years, the breaking down of its gates 
would not find us needy or starving, but a rich, 
happy and intelligent people. 

Mr. Vance repliedto Mr. Hawley. He said: 
“Wehad once inthis country a philosopher 
with a good dealof hard sense, expressed in 
bad English— Josh Billings. One of his apoth- 
egis was that, in order to bring up achild in 
the way he should go, it was necessary for the 
parent to go that way once ina while. Now, 
in ordér to get your political adversaries to tell 
the truth, the senator from Connecticnt should 
do so himself once in a while. [Laughter.} He 
says that I am a free trader and _ the 
policy of my party is absolute free trade, and 
he bases that statementon my answer to his 
question as to which foreign system of taxa- 
tion I most admired. I told him thatthe 
English system was the nearest right, meaning 
of all other systems but our own. [Laughter on 
the republican side.] The senators will con- 
tain themselves for a moment and perhaps the 
laucht will be on the other side of their face. 
I do not mean by that any approval of that 
system under which we live. God forbid; as 
God did forbid it a thousand years ago from 
the top of Mount Sinai, ‘‘Thou shalt not steal.” 
[Laughter and approval on the democratic 
side.’’ 

Lam not authorized to say what the senti- 
ments of the democratic party are. 

Mr. Dawes--Will the senator answer me one 
question ? 

Mr. Vanee—I prefer not. I Know the sena- 
tor from Massachusetts of old. [Laughter.] 
We had some exhibitions of ghis in the ‘‘long 
and short haul’’ discussion a few years ago. I 
am an authorized exponent of democratic prin- 
ciples in the same direction as religious people 
look for the exposition of their faith—to the 
utterances.of a council of those who have au- 
thority to pronounce. I am _ simply 
one man—a very considerable’ one it 
is true flaughter], but still one man. 
The democratic party of the United States 
has pronounced itself again and again in favor 
ofa system of taxation of foreign imports 
which yield sufficient revenues to the govern- 
ment, and it has never advocated any other 
system, that is, a system which I prefer to the 
English orany other. But I prefer the Eng- 
lish system out and ont, to the system 
which will be established, should God Al- 
mighty for a while afflict the American peo- 
ple with this bill. I prefer anything else to 
that. I might charge that the republican sen- 
ators are in favor of the Chinese system, and 
have quite as much authority to make that 
arraignment as they have for saying that the 
democratic party is in favor of free trade. 

In the further course of debate Mr. Dawes, 
of Massachusetts, speaking of ad valorem 
rates, said that they were mere “‘premiums on 
frand,”’ 

‘Then,’ said Mr. Morgan, ‘“‘there are 25 
such ‘premiums on fraud’ in the senate substi- 
tute.” 

“T have no doubt of it,’’*said Mr. Dawes, ‘*but 
it is against the advice of every experienced 
and intelligent collector of customs.” 

The debate was continued at great length, 
and was participated in by Messrs. McPherson, 
Dawes, Coke and Morgan, The latter com- 
mented on the free list contained in the senate 
substitute, and argued that republican sen- 
ators who reported and sanctioned it were pro 
tanto free traders,and were not justified in 
applying that term to!democrats. 

Mr. Hoar asked Mr. Morgan whether he 
admitted the correctness of the definition of a 
free trader given by Professor Sumner, of 
Yale college, the “high priest of free trade,” 
that a free trader was a person who did not

Mr. Hoar—That does not help us in the 
least as an answer to my question whether the 
senator from Alabama considers himself and 
his associates free traders in the sense of Pro- 
fessor Sumner’s definition. 

Mr. Morgan—In voting for the tax bill I 
vole entirely with reference to the proper and 
appropriate necessities of the government of 
the United States—a pure, good government. 
I do not vote for Jevying any taxes with a 
view to advancing aly man’s private interest, 
whether that man bea capitalist or laborer. 
{f in casting my vote the choice is between 
encouragement of American industry and en- 
couragement of foreign industry, I shall always 

ive preference to American industry. If I 
find atax law so framed as to induce Ameri- 
can capital to diversify itself, I shall certainly 
make use of that power for that purpose, but I 
am not in favor of taxing the American peo- 
ple for the purpose of inducing British, French, 
German, or Other foreign capitalists, to come 
here to engage in any manufacturing industry,

THE BLAIR BILL. 


The House Committee on Education to 
Meet. 

‘ Wasnincton, January 4.—In accordance 
With an agreement reached among its mem- 
bers, the house committee on education will 
hold a meeting next Wednesday,and will come 
toa decision as to whether or not the Blair 
educational bill shall be reported to the house 
at this session of congress. As at present con- 
stituted, the committee consists of eight dem- 
ocrats and five republicans. All- the 
republican members are in favor of reporting 
the bill, and it is understood that a prominent 
democratic member of the committee is also 
in favor of the bill with certain amendments. 
Frequent but unsuccessful eflorts were made 
at the last session of congress to get some ac- 
tion on the bill in committee, but a quorum 
rarely if ever responded to the call for com- 
mittee meetings.

THE LONG STRIKE, 


The Settlement of the Great Burlington 
Strike. 

CuicaGo, January 4.—The Burlington rail- 
road strike conference met this forenoon and 
again at tliree o’clock, and remained in session 
until 5:30. Then thé doors of the conference 
room were opened andthe representatives of 
the press were admitted. To them Vice-Pres- 
ident Stone, in the presence of Chairman Cay- 
enor and the other members of the conference, 
read the following statement: 

‘The Burlington strike has been settled. By 
the terms ofthe resolution under which the 
brotherhood committce were appointed at the 
Richmond convention, they were in- 
structed to report to Chief Arthur 
any settlement which they might reach 
as soon as made, and the committee requested 
us not to make the terms of settlement public 
until they should have an opportunity to 
acquaint Arthur with them, because they 
thought it only proper and courteous for him 
to hear them first through the committee, in- 
stead of through the public press. We have 
told them we would scrupulously respect their 
wishes, and they have, in turn, promised that 
Arthur will advise meas soon as he receives 
it, sothat I can acquaint our people and the 
general public with them. 

When Mr. Stone had finished reading this 
statement, Mr. Cavenor said that there was 
nothing toadd toitand both gentlemen de- 
clined toenter further info details. When 
the associated press reporter asked Chairman 
Cavenor whetherthe committee would pro- 
ceed to Cleveland to lay the agreement before 
Arthur, he replied that he would not, that the 
committee would remain in Chicago for some 
days.

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TROUBLE IN MISSISSIPPI. 


The Negroes Angry Over the Lynching of 
One of Their Kace. 


MERIDIAN, Miss., January 4.—In the neigh- 
borhood of Roberts’s place, twelve miles 
northwest of this city, there hos been great 
excitement since Wednesday after Christmas. 
The trouble seems to have originated from bad 
feeling engendered aniong the negroes of that 
locality by the lynching of a negro who en- 
tered the house of Mr. Houston at midnight, 
attempted to murder one of 
the inmates with an ax. The negro 
was recognized and afterwards hanged. 
Since that time the negroes have been making 
threats, and there has been bad feeling gener- 
ally. Just prior to the holidays an old negro 
man reported that a conspiracy was brewing 
to kill certain white men in that locality. 
This report was corroborated by overhearing a 
conversation between the negro reporting the 
existence of the conspiracy and one Bud 
Spears, who, it was said, was a ringleader 
among the negroes. Satisfactory evidence be- 
ing produced as to Spears’s intention, and his 
determination to carry out his threat, a party 
of masked men rode up to his 
house on Wednesday,the 26th, and riddled 
him with buckshot. Another negro, who 


was at Spear’s housé; was wounded inthe 


hand, but made his escape. Since that time 
the white people of that section have been 
fereting out conspirators, and arresting negroes 
and trying them before a justice of the peace. 
Several negroes were under arrest yesterday 
and, upon investigation, were acquitted. A 
number of men are still under arms, but 
things are gradually quieting down.

Lord Salisbury Advised to Look Out for the 
Mercantile Ports. 


Lonpon. January 4.—A deputation, headed 
by Lord Armstrgng, visited Lord Salisbury to- 
day to urge the adoption by the government of 
a comprehensive scheme for the defense of the 
British mercantile ports. In reply to the ad- 
dress of the deputation, Salisbury stated that 
he smpathized with their anxicty, and said 
their request was justified by the circum- 
stances of the day. The enormous offensive 
powers of foreign countries might, be concen- 
oo against England, although that was not 
ikely. 

Continuing, Lord Salisbury said: “While not 
taking a gloomy view of the future, we must 
not fail to take the necessary precautions for 
defense.

He would not 
now discuss how far the government could 
safely limit the expenditures, but he would 
represent the views of the deputation to his 
colleagues.

The report of the secretary and treasurer shows 
that the total cost of laud improvements and build- 
ings was $10¢,407, The cost of the exposition de- 
partments $75,101; total, $184,569. The receipts 
were: tStock subser!ptions, $65,019; bills payable, 
$51,584; gate receipts, $45,211; privileges sold, $12,121. 
exhibit fees, $4,060; total, $179,008, Excess of ex pen- 
ditures over receipts, 35,55, 
The following from President Tobin's report gives 
an interesiing stat ‘inent of the situation. Says he: 
“By reference to the reports of the secretary and 
treasurer you wil! sce that the excess of expendi- 
tures over receipts from the inception of the eX posi- 
tion work tothe close is $5,565, against which we 
have boilers, shafting, chairsin music hall, live 
stock and wagons, which, if converted into cash, 
would about cancel the deficiency. So you see that 
the exposition proper was self-sustaining. The 
item of bills payable, 351,581, represents a loan 
negotiated by the directors of $40,000, that 
amount being Necessary to complete 
fhe work. and $11,534, balance due on 
purchase ofland. The directors recommend that 
authority be given hem to issue (not exceeding) 
$60,6.0 bonds, to payof? all the obifigations of the 
eompany, and put the corporation on an independ- 
ent footing, — which the questions of utilizing 
the property for the purpose for which it was built, 
or selling the whole or any part of the same can be 
considered. It would be useless to refer to the vari- 
ous causes that reduced our income much below a 
reasonable eg ero but in spite of the many 
obstacles to a betier financial outturn, itis conceded 
"by all that the inamediate and prospective benefit to 
our vity has and Will be very great, and the board 
of directors arefuNy sustained in the belief that 
they have given toWe country the best exposition 
ever held ig the sou.”

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BUSINESS FOR WEEK. 
A Quiet Trade—A Hopeful Feeling Every- 
where—VYilltures, Etc. 

New YOrkK, January 4.—R, G. Dun & Co,’s 
review ot trade for the week says: 

Tie new year opens With no important change in 
business prospects. A hopeful feeling everywhere 
prevails, and ut the same time the nature and ex- 
tent of retarding influences are more closely recog- 
nized. Prominent amoug these are the unseasona- 
ble weather, which prevents the usual distribution 
of many products; tne disposition of the farmers to 
hold back products, speculative reports having cre- 
ated the hope of much higher prices, and the wide- 
spread disturbance of trade by railroad wars and 
discriminations. .The unusually open winter, too, 
makesit dificult to get producis to market, and 
is especially disturbing the great lumber trade 
of the northwest. Railroad agreements do not stop 
the discriminations of which the merechants in 
most of the western towns are complaining, while 
the hopes of the stockholders were chilled by the 
news of cutting in western passenger rates witbin 
one day aiter the new compact took effect. 

Inspite of these iniluences, the reports of the 
condition of business are generally favorabie. ‘the 
growth of manutacturing at many western points is 
a notable feature, and especially in the gas regions 
and at points in northern Illinois and fowa. Mer- 
chants gencraily reckon up a large increuse in the 
amount of business last year, though toward the 
close the movement was disappointingly slow. 

The tardiness of collections, due in different sec- 
tions to short or late crops; to yeliow fever, to mild 
weather, or to retarded distribution or marketing is 
also a matter of general complaint. At many cities 
he record of building shows a surprising increase, 
especially atthe west,and Mm Philadelphia the 
buildings erected were 1,000 more than in 1837. 

Toe present state of trade is generally quiet, even 
more than is usual forthe season, but the money 
markets, thouch usually wellsupplied, have a better 
demand at Philadel phta, Cleveland, Detroit, Mil- 
waukee, Omaha and Sioux City. Ihe yolume of 
currency, practically unchanged during December, 
isnow 1,407,000,000, only one and one-half millions 
beiow the la:g 2st ever recorded—that of November 
Ist, a year ago, it was 1,554,000,000; in July, 1887, only 
1,320, and in July, 1886, only 1,250 milliows, 

During the past week the treasury has takenin a 
half mijilion more than it has paid out, and Bank of 
England staiements leads tothe belief that more 
money may be drawn from this side, but merchan- 
dise exports for the past month from New York have 
exceeded those ofthe previous year 1.6 per cent 
against an increase of 2.5 per cent in imports. which 
would indicate an excess of twenty million in ex- 
ports over imports for the month. 

The course of the stock market thus far has disap- 

winted those who looked for rapid aavances, 
’rices average fiity cents per share lowcr than a 
week ago, and reports of rate cutting have a bad in- 
finence. There, was serious tear of extensive strikes 
on western roads, but the latest dispatches indicate 
that al! difficulties have been adjusted. 

Speculative markets have not been active, exqept- 
ing for lard, which has declined over balf a cent. 
Coffee is three fourths of a cent higher, with sales of 
963,000 bags. Cotion is steady, with sales of 268,000 
bales. Wheat unchanged, with sales of 22,00',000 


* bushels for the week. Corn is one half cent lowerand 


oats nearly one cent higher. Crude oil is nearly a 
cent lower and refined 20 cents per 100 gallons 
lower. The general tendency of priccs is still down- 
ward, and an average one-half per cent lower than 
December Ist, and six per cent lowerthan atthe 
beginning of last year. At the highest point last 
year prices averaged less than one per cent above 
the opening. At the lewest point, June 30, they 
were it per cent below the present level. 

The eno:mous output of iron still weakens the 
market, and while preduction last yearis believed 
to have been 5,970,000 
steel rails were probably 500,000 tons less than in 
1887 and about 1,600,00) tons less than the capacity 
oi the mills. 

The annual statements of failures, Bhowing that 
i,679 firms, or a trifle more than 100, 
went into bankruptcy in 1858, 
is on the whole especia lv encouraging, beeause the 
average of liabilities was only $11,595 for the year, 
and $10,758 for the last quarter. This indicates that 
a large proportion of the ‘ailures reported was of 
concerns doing a small business. On the other

In the house, 
Joel Fort, of Robertson, and W. L. Clapp, 
of Shelby, are the leading candidates 
for speaker, while Eth B. Wade ani George W, 
Griffin are close up for chief clerk. Not only will 
the houses be organized by the caucuses, but there 
will be a caucus,on the senatorship and state officers, 
beyond question. There wffl ke an effort, and 
probably a successful one, to adopt the majority 
rule. The feeling of the members interviewed is 
that the two thirds rule is unnecessary, and would 
merely prolong the balloting without changing the 
result. Colonel Johu H. Savage bas become an an- 
nounced candidate for United States senator, mak- 
ing three avowed candidates in the field. Of these 
it is conceded by the Atkins men that Harris has 52? 
while Atkins has 40. The Harris men claim 
that they will have 65 on the first ballot. A Harris 
man today wanted to bet #300 to #100 that Atkins 
would not get 40 votes, as claimed; $300 to $100 that 
he wguki not get 35; $200 to $150 he would not get 
50, and $100 even that he would not get 28. The bet 
was nottaken. The couference tomurrow night is 
looked for with interest, because it will discuss the 
the course to be persued, and authorize calling of 
the cancus.

A Decrease in Oyster Receipts. 

BALTIMORE, January 4.—There is a decided 
falling off in receipt of oysters at present, and 
a rise of from five to eight cents in price per 
bushel. Good grade of oysters sells at. from 
sixty five to seventy cents per bushel. This 
decrease in receipts seems to be due to the 
recent activity of the Maryland oyster navy 
in protecting forbidden beds from the ravages 
of dredgers. Dredgers being forced to depend 
upon those beds where their previous reckless- 
ness has stripped of their treasures, have 
found it alinost impossible to get an adequate 
supply. Itis said that if dredgers were a)- 
lowed to do as tney please, it would be only a 
few years until oysters were as scarce in the 
Chesapeake as buffaloes are now on the prai- 
rie. 


Strikers and Police Fight. 

MINNEALOLIS, Minn., January 4.—The 
Journal’s Duluth special says: ‘The strike of 
coal heavers assumed serious proportions to- 
day. About 10a. m. some five hundred strik- 
ers visited a dock where about thirty Italians 
were at work, guarded by a few policemen. 
They proposed to whip the ‘‘Dagos,’’ and 
attacked the line. Alively fight ensued and 
the police used their clubs freely. A number 
of strikers had their heads badly cut, but no 
police.were hurt, The strikers finally retreat- 
ed. Both sides refused to make any conces- 
sions. <A fight is reported in progress at an- 
other dock, but the particulars cannot be 
given now. 

The Jute Trust Dead. 

St. Louis, January 4.—It transpired here 
today that the alleged cotton bagging trust has 
run its day, and quietly died. It appears that 
the so-called trust was simply = an 
agreement between bagging manu- 
facturers to combine for a certain pur- 
pose until January ist, when the 
contract was to expire. They say they made 
a litte money, but not so much as they hoped 
to. However, they are satisfied. The price 
of bagging has fallen about two cents 
since new year, and will probably still further 
decline.

The 
real meaning ofthe text, however, in the light of 
the context, is not difficult. The great redemptive 
work of Christ is the theme of the apostle’s discug- 
sion.

He therefore asa 
Romad citizen, and: not asa minister, appealed to 
Cwsar. The action ofa conference is essentially, 
not only ministerial, but ecclesiastical—the action 
of one part of the organic visible church of Cliris}. 
What an individual citizen may do to preserve his 
personal rights under the law ofthe land, is no 
precedent for the church as a divine institution, 

The citation of iusiances in which the discipline 
has been violated by the board of education is no 
justification for an offense against the law. Metho- 
dist preachers proniise to **keep our rules and not to 
mend them.” But the violations have not been so 
multiplied asissought to be impressed upon the 
poate mind. Theboard did, years ago, mention 
suey Cobb institute in its report. But, while it was 
Outside the law, it was a religious, though unde- 
nominational school, in which one of our saintliest 
ministers was teaching—Rz»v. P. A. Heard, appointed 
supernumerary to First church, Athens, 
This in all probability accounted for . the 
action of the committee. The discipline does 
not put the recommendation of ministers to. other 
than our church schools in the hands of the board 
ofedycation. Under the duty of bishops the law 
reads: ‘And when requested by an annual confer- 
ence to appoint a preacher to any seminary of 
learning not under our eare.’”’ Iam not sure, but I 
think the old way used to be that when the char- 
acter of a minister teaching in such schools was 
called, the presiding elder in whose district he was 
located asked the conference to request the bishop 
to reappolnt him. It is, however, no yiol:tion 
of the discipline jor. the board of educa- 
tion, if it will add to its dignity and 
importance to presentthe reyuest. We live in a 
day of rapid changes. This advocate for ehurch 
petition not many months ago was both in publie 
and private denouncing the state system os ‘‘hea- 
then,’’ *pagan’’ and ‘‘a disgrace to even Chinese 
civilization.’’ Now he would have the church of 
rod not only indorse it but memorialize the legisla- 
ture that itsefficiency and iniluence be doubled. 
But apart from the sacre:i functions of the church, 
and that it oversteps the bounds of propriety when- 
ever it has anything todo with a purely political 
and secular question, is the true 
issue of this discussion—that increased 
taxation for education, and cspecialiy for necro 
education isa matier about waich our Metnodist 
people are so divided, and concerning which there 
insO much prejudice, thai is ‘“impoitc”’ and 
‘“‘unwise’’ for the church to become a party to it.

He 
has announced, time and again, that his 
would be a national administration, in so 
far as he could make it so.

He appears to be too broad 
a man to sacrifice himself to the demands of 
a small faction of his party, when the well- 
fare of his wholecountry is at stake,and it is 
reposed in his hands, as the chief executive 
of the nation. He, no doubt, has a pride of 
making a record which will leave its im- 
press on the history of the country, as that 
of a broad and liberal executive who will be 
entitled to the good will and the credit of 
the whole country. If he falls into the trap 
set for him he will leave the presidential 
chair without the respect of the liberal men 
of his own party, and with the condemna- 
‘tion and disproyal of his own conscience, as 
well as of the people of those states which 
would have suffered by his having yielded 
to the inordinate demands of sectional 
spoilsmen.

Do These Figures $ Me an Anything? 


The Montgomery Dispatch prints a very 
depressing array of figures, showing the low 
per capita wealth of the southern states 
with large negro populations, compared with 
the states where the white element largely 
predominates. Our contemporary says 

Biatisties will show that in 1880 Alabama with a 
nearly equally divided population had a per capita 
wealth of $300. Tennessee, withthe negroes com- 
posing a third of the population, had a per capita 
wealth of #433. Georgia, with a population of which 
the negroes composed 45 per cent, had a per Capita 
wealth of $359. Kentucky, with a population 17 per 
cent negroes, had a per capita wealth of $534. The 
poorest state inthe union was Mississippi, with a 
per capita wealth of $286 anda majority of negro 
population. Missouri, with a negro population 
equaling 7 percent ofthe total, had a per capita 
wealth of $,06, 

From these statistics it appears that 
Where the negroes are most numerous will 
be found the smaliest degree of prosperity. 

Do these figures mean that a large black 
population brings with it poverty? Is there 
any other way of explaining the status of 
affairs in the black belt? ‘These questions 
demand the immediate attention of thought- 
ful southerners.

What are the chances of life? The life 
insurance men and the mortality tables an- 
swer the question with reasonable accuracy. 
Here are a few figures collected by the Bos- 
ton Globe. We have on the earth about 
1,000,009,000 people, the males and females 
being about equally divided. Of these, one- 
fourth die before they reach the age of sev- 
enteen. ‘The average length of life is thirty- 
three years. One person in 1,000 les to be 
100 years old, six in 100 reach the age of 
sixty-five, and not more than one in 500 
lives to see eighty. Every year 33,053,033 
persons die; 91,824 die every day 
every hour, sixty every minute, and 
every second, Each tick of the clock should 
remind us that ¢ a human life is ended. 

In addition to these facts there are others 
of equal interest. A married person lives 
longer than one that is net and tall men 
live longer than short ones. before the age 
of fifty women have more chances of life 
than men, and fewer chances after that age: 

With these points before him, the young 
man who has sworn off and resolved to cap- 
ture his share of the world’s good things 
this year will have something to think 
about. There are many chances that he 
will see this year go out, and there are also 
many chances that he will go out first. His 
very determination to join in the rnsh for 
the prizes most desired by all men is against 
him. Haste, worry and disappointment are 
filling ourasylums and graveyards. The 
contented worker, whose ambition is mod- 
erate and whose habits neitherinjure him 
nor anybody else, hasa better chance of 
reaching old age than his competitor who 
wants the earth.

The make-up of the cabinet of the new 
administration is now engaging the atten- 
tion of the country, and politicians are 
speculating as to who will compose the ad- 
visory board of the president-elect, 

The point of principal interest rests in the 
discussion as to what recognition General 
Harrison will extend to the man who for so

Another point generally discussed con- 
cerns the os of the south in the 
make-up ofthe cabinet. The cabinet of 
every president since, and including, that of 
President Grant, has contained at least one 
southern member: and it is believed that 
General Harrison will certainly recognize 
the south in his cabinet, though there is no 
thought that he will appoint any other from 
the sonth than an avowed republican. 

Garfield’s cabinet consisted of James G. 
Blaine, secretary of state; Wm. Windom, 
of Minnesota, secretary ofthe treasury; 
Wayne McVeagh, of Pennsylvania, attor- 
ney-general; T. J. James, of New York, 
postmaster-general; Senator Kirkwood, of 
ft secretary of the interior; Wm. H. 

unt, of Louisiana, secretary of the navy, 
and Robert Lincoln, of Illinois, secretary of 
war, In recognizing the south in the ap- 
pointment of Judge Hunt, President Gar- 
field promoted him from the judgeship of 
the court of claims, to which he had been 
appointed by Hayes; and, while his resi- 
dence at the time of his appointment to the 
navy portfolio was at Washington, he be- 
longed to Louisiana, having lived there most 
of his life. He was a strong republican and 
a unionist during the war, 

General Garficld seems to have had party 
harmony in view in the recognition of the 
conflicting elements of his party in the for- 
mation of his cabinet, and it was thought he 
had succeeded in strengthening the party very 
greatly in his appointments. _McVeagh was 
a son-in-law of Simon Cameron, and his ap- 
pointment pleased the Pennsylvania contin- 
gent; it was chiefly through Logan’s infla- 
ence that Lincoln was appointed, ; and Conk- 
ling was thoroughly satisfied with James. 
Blaine was made premier, and it was 
thought that everybody would be satisfied. 
But they werenot, and the famous split of 
the republican party into the stalwart and 
half-breed factions is a matter of history. 

When Hayes usurped the presidency he 
was confronted witha similar conflict of 
the elements to his party. to that which 
greeted Garfield. Unlike Garfield, he ap- 
pointed a cabinet which gave but little sat- 
isfaction at first. But its effect on the party 
was better than that of Garfield. Wm. M 
Evarts, of New York, was made secretary

The impression prevails that General 
Harrison will select some well-known south- 
ern republican for his cabinet, and that he 
will attempt. to build up the republican party 
in the south, not by harsh treatment towards 
its people, but by the exercise of a liberal 
and progressive policy. 

Time alone will develop the attitude of 
his administration towards the south.

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THE WATER BOARD 


PROMISES ASENSATION WHICH HAY 
NOT COmML, 
I, 
One of the Members Moves Outof His Ward 
Will He Resign—An Opposition to the 
Superintendant Formulating. 


The Atlanta board of waterworks may turn 
out quite a sensation within the next few days. 

Well-posted ward politicians are now wateh< 
ing it. 

The board at present is composed of Mr. 
Aaron Haas of the first ward, Judge C. OJ 
Hammock of the second ward, Mr. Zach 
Smith of the third ward, Mr. Howell Erwin 
of the fourth ward, Mr. M. L. Collier of the 
fiith ward, and Mr. Joel Hirtof the sixth _ 
ward. The mayor, ‘too, is a memberof the 
board. 

Tie amendment to the charter under which 
the water beard was increased to six, and other 
amendments granted about the same time, re« 
quire that each ward shall have a repreenta- 
tive in the board, or rather that one member 
shall come from each war’. Among the 
amendments, too, is one which declares that 
when a member moves from the ward which 
he was elected to represent, his place in the 
beard shall be empty, and that the election of 
a successor shall be in order. 

This clause formsa portion of the anticipated 
sensation. 

When the board was first made up by the 
vote of the city council, Mr. M. L. Collier was 
a resident ofthe fifth ward. It was as a repre- 
sentative of that ward that he was elected, and 
when the members of the board. qualified and 
went to work, the ward found a zealous and 
faithful representative in Mr. Collier. He was 
present at all the meetings and gave great care 
to the work in hand.

THE SOUTHERN COMPACT OF 
CRACKER MAKERS DISSOLVED. 
The Markct Commission Met Yesterday— 
Collector Crenshaw and the Increased 
Collections—Talk of an Inebriate Asylum 


The Southern Compact of Cracker Bakers is 
no more. 

Yesterday morning Mr. F. E. Block, presi- 
dent of the Compact, issued orders dissolving 
the body. 

The Southern Compact was formed last 
June. It included in its membership all the 
cracker bakers of St. Louis, Louisville, Cin- 
cinnati, Nashville, Chattanooga, Memphis, 
Knoxville, Birmingham, Montgomery, Savan- 
nah, Macon, Augusta and Atlanta—all the 
concerns in the south except those in New 
Orleans. 

The direct cause of the dissolution has been 
the refusal of one of the large bakers of New 
Orleans to become a member of the compact. 
His refusal prevented the other bakers of New 
Orleans joining, and without New Orleans the 
other members have deemed it inadvisable to 
aticinpt to keep up the Compact. 

As matters now stand, all the cracker 
bakers in the country are in compact except 
those of the south. 


_—**You can say for the Compact,’”’ said Mr. 


Block yesterday, ‘‘that since its organization 
crackers have been cheaper and better than 
ever before. Fr several years crackers man- 
ufactured in the south have been sold cheaper 
than in Chicago and St. Louis, where both 
the meal and flour come from. Ido not an- 
ticipate any immediate fall of prices resulting 
from the disolution of the Compact, but it is 
not unlikely that without some such organiza- 
tion there may come cuttir- ci prices and 
deterioration in the quality «. :ne goods man- 
ufactured.’’ 

So there is now no organization of southern 
cracker bakers. 

A well known dealer in commenting on the 
action last night said: 

“Do you know that there has been a general 
shut-downof theilour mills of the territory 
controlled by the Central Milling association ? 
The association comprises all the big mills of 
the middle states where we get most of our 
flour. ‘The litile fellows on the outside are 
not strong enough to have any effect upon the 
market, and you may look fo rstiffer prices in 
flour. Twohundred and ninety mills have, 
through the orders of the association, shut 
down for the month of January,”’ 

Increased Collections of Internal Revenue 
in the District of Georgia and the Causes. 
The revenue collections in the district of 

Geofzgia from all sources for the month of De- 

cember, 1888, were $58,595.08, and for the cor- 

responding month of 1887, $44,245.58, showing 
an increase for December, 1888, of $14,249.50. 

The increase for November last over the same 

month last year was $10,000. 

The revenue collections in Georgia for the 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1858, footed up 
$380,675.22. Collector Crenshaw says that the 
collections for the present fiscal year will 
reach at least $450,000 to $500,000, showing an 
increase of $160,000 to $120,000. This is due 
to the increase in. the distillation of coxn 
liquor. 

When Collector Crenshaw took charge of 
the oliice there were thirty-five licensed grain 
distillics. There are eighty now in operation. 
The collector attributes this increase to the 
suppression of moonshine liquor. He does not 
think any more liquor is used than formerly, 
but ascribes it to the activity of the officers in 
suppressing the illicit manufacture and sale of 
liquor. 

Tho Market Coinmission Decides to Adver- 

tise for Bids for a Centrai Market. 

The market commission favors one central 
market. 

This was developed during the meeting of 
the commission yesterday. | 

There was a full attendance of members— 
Chairman Gramling and Messrs, Mayson, 
Jacobs, Forbes, Wilson and Silvey. 

Mr. Robert Harbison was on hand in the 
interest of a company soon to be chartered for 
the purpose of undertaking the construction 
of such buildings as markethouses and others. 

There was considerable discussion over the 
question of whether one central market 
should be construced or more. To Mr. Forbes 
had been left the investigation of the position 
of the railroads toward the project to builda 
market over the tracks from Forsyth to 
Whitehall streets. He reported that the 
ofiicers of both the Central and’ the Western 
and Atlantic objected io that being done. 

Could that property be condemned for the 
purposes contemplated? _ 

This point was discussed at considerable 
length. After a careful 
creating the commission, and that under which 
the citv is empowered to rent a building or 
buildings for market purposes, the members 
came to the conclusion that to condemn such 
property was beyond the city’s power.- 

Mr. Gramling thought, however, that ar- 
rangements might possibly be made with the 
gailroads by each side making some conces- 
sions. 

Mr. Harbison told of his investigation of the 


amarket question while in the north and of the 


great sources of revenue which the markets 
were in some cities. Ife suggested thdt ii 
might be wellto erect wing markets on the 
two sides of the city, and asthe city grows in 
size, a large tentra] market can be built. 

Mr. Wilson thought Atlanta did not need 
but one market. 

Mr. Siivey agreed to this provided a proper 
site could be obtained. Otherwise he pre- 
ferred four, one in each of the four quarters of 
the city. 

Mr. Jacabs thought 
more. 

Mr. Gramling suegested that it would be 
well to first ascertain the sense of the comimis- 
sion on the question of the number of buiidings 
which should be erected. It was found 
that the commission was practically a 
unit for one central market if 
the proper location could be obtained, and 
upon motion of Mr. Mayson it was decided to 
advertise for bids for one market, with plans 
and sites, the bids to be in by February 15. 

If no proper site for a central market can be 
obtained, the commission will advertise for 
bids for two or four buildings. 

It is understood that several corporations 
and individuals stand ready to bid on the con- 
struction of the market building or buildings.

the Matter of an Inebriate Asylum. 

Yesterday Hon. William H. Venable enter 
tained Drs.

Phe views you presented in an article in Tue Con- 
STITUTION of the 24th inst., I had leisure to peruse 
coming home from the east. Having given the sub- 
ject of a city hospital, its necessity and the chances 
of its success careful study for some years, I was 
very much pleased to note the progressive work 
that you have done in this direction and trast your 
earnest and unselfish labors may be crowned with 
success. A City hospital maintained at the city’s 
expense has evidently been long needédin Atlanta. 
My experience in the employing of labor for twenty 
years in the south has given me opportunities to 
see the need of, and to wish for the erection of such 
an institution; and IL again desire to express my 
satisfaction in observing you bave given the subject 
thoughtful attention. 

While I believe the city finances will permit the 
¢Tection of asuitable city hospital at public expense, 
I think it may not be amiss in order to encourage 
these noble efforts to say that our corporation is 
willing to contribute $1,000 for the use of, say, one 
bed each f.r male and female white, and one bed 
for colored male; and in addition to same an annual 
contribution ot $100. 

It is my beliefthat with the proper explanation to 
the publ callthe manufacturing interests in this 
city, aS well as railroad and machine shops, would 
do their utmost toward purchasing the right of beds 
for their operatives should they be overtaken by 
sickness orinjuries and unable to be treated at 
home. This same thought could be extended to the 
pbuimmerous secret organizations or lodges who take 
upon themselves the care of their sick brethren; as, 
in this way, they would be relieved of the care and 
anxXicty aiways attending the taking charge of the 
sick; and the sick themselves would get well more 
quickly by treatment in a well conducted hospital 
than by any other mode, The facilities for training 
nurses, who may be allowed to serve citizens im sick- 
nessattheir homes, is worthy of consideration. 
Many of us can bear witness to the difficulty, you 
may &iy impossibility. of securing the services of a 
trained iurse when wented. When we compare the 
preseni incans of treating sick people of the iaboring 
classes with their scanty howseroom and lack of 
many comforts with the wise treatment, wholesome 
diet and perfect healthfulness of a hc@pital, it must 
be apparent to everyone that a charity of this kind 
has already been too longdiglayed. 

But this good thought 8 gaining strength, and 
the help of the counsel and the energetic 
co-operation of all or ai large najority 
of the physicians in this city will make it, In my 
juagment, an easy matter to erect an institution of 
which every cliizen of . tanta may well feel proud. 

In the erection ofsuch an institution this main 
thought should command special attention i. e. 
the ground should be selected in a prominent and 
healthy locality, easy of access from all parts of the 
city; and where the prospect or view to the patient, 
especially when convalescent, should be one pleas- 
ant to look upon, foritean not be defied that an 
encouraging outicok from a siex room is more 
beneficial to speedy recovery than even the best ot 
medicine, 

To my mind, there is no sweeter emotion felt by 
any human being than when engaged in offices of 
kindnessand consideration towards the sick and 
injured; and [I trust your most worthy. eftorts in this 
direction will mect with the richest and most 
avundant success.

LHE SOUTH CAROLINA ROAD. 


The Condition of Its Bonds Discussed by 
Director Kissell. 

New York, January 4.—[Special.|—Wall 
street is taking a lively interest in the South Caro- 
lina railroad’s crippled condition, precipitated by 
the non-payment of the January interest on its 
second morigage bonds, and the rumors are varied 
and numerous as to what will be done. Your cor- 
respondent has endeavored to get the facts, and to 
that end sought Mr. Gustave E. Kissel, thts after- 
noon, of the great banking house of Kessler & Co, 
Mr. Kissel isa director of the South Caroiina rail- 
road. and therefore is thoroughiy competent to 
speak re iably on the subject. He says: 

‘*The present financial embarrassment of this road 
is ser.ous so far as the junior securities are con- 
cerned, but not necessarily irremediable. Several 
suggestions have already been made to relieve the 
diiliculty, but nothing has as yet been positively 
determined upon. The floating debt of the company 
is about $600,002. One plan proposed is that the in’ 
come bonds and  stecks be assessed ten 
er cent and receive preferred stock for 
he assessment, by which the company would 
realize a little over $700,000. This, You see, 
would pay of the floating debt and leave a consid- 
erable surplus in the treasury. Another suggestion 
is that the second mortzarce bondbolders consent to 
fund the coupons of their bonds. for several years 
ahead, into a plain note of the company, provided 
the coupons -so funded be deposited in escro as 
security torthe note. Still another proposal is that 
the income bondholders and stockholders submit 
to a ten per cent assessment to  dis- 
eharge floating debt on condition 
that the see mortgnce bondholders consent to 
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exchange for first preierred stocx, ' these 
suggestions have been made simply in an honest 
effort to devise a plah that will best promote the 
interest of all parties concerned. You can say most 
positively that there is no scoop threatening from 
any direction.

NEW YORK, January 4.—The stock market again 
showcd evidence of apathy or timidity of advocates 
ot hixher prices, and while fairly active was some- 
what feverish, and the inierest in speculation was 
confined throughout to a few of the leading shares, 
which contribuied over three-fourths of the entire 
business. The bears, a8 usual of late, had the 
making of quotations almost entirely in their own 
hands, and the operations of the day were nearly 
all forthe purpose of coveringa line of shorts by 
some of the most influential operators on the bear 
side, Missouri Pacific was the object of most per- 
sistant attack, but great pressure was also brought 
upon Lackawanna, and those two stocks led a 
decline which kasted until well into the afternooon. 
It then became evident that somebody had covered 
a large line of shorts on the way down, andall the 
traders rushed into do likewise, which had the 
effect of quickly changing the teiupe2r of the mar- 
ket and a material advance was made iu a short 
timo. Jersey Central was a strong feature of spec- 
niation, aod notwithstanding the weakness in 
Lackawanoa it rapidly rose to par, which figure it 
has not reached beforein about seven years. Its 
support after that time, however, seemed to be 
lacking, and it reactedin sympathy with the re- 
mainder of the list. In the late advance New 
England became yery promineat and recovered the 
losses of the forenoon on much smaller business 
than bad been transacted at that time. Union 
Pacific also displayed marked strength late in the 
day.

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WYLY RE-ARRESTED. 


THE BIRMINGHAM DETECTIVE 
REACHES ATLANTA YESTERDAY. 
A Busy Day with the Police—More Thieves — 
A Salvation Army Soldier Receives the 

Attention of His Cap‘ain. 


Captain John Wyly is having asee-saw time 
of it. 

He was arrested again yesterday at about 2 
o'clock. 

As stated in yesterday’s ConstiruTion, De- 
tective Kernon was expected here from Birm- 
ingham. He reached Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Captain Wyly was still in Atlanta and free 
to go as he pleased. He did not go to Birming- 
ham, as he had intended, acting upon the ad- 
vice of his lawyers, Messrs. Frank Haralson 
and Hinton Wright. 

The detective came anticipating no trouble 
in getting Mr. Wyly to go back with him. No 
requisition papers were brought. 

Mr. Wyly, however, refused to go. He 
stated simply that he had businessin Atlanta 
that demanded his attention for the next three 
or four days, and until this was disposed of he 
would not go unless compelled to do so. 

This information was telegraphed to Birming- 
ham, and the chief of police wired back to 
have Wyly arrested and the requisition papers 
would be sent on without delay. 

About 2 o’clock Mr. Wyly came into police 
headquarters and was placed under arrest. 

The matter stands about where it did a 
week ago. The Birmingham authorities 
want him held on suspicion but no definite 
charges are preferred. 

Mr. Wyly adheres to his statement as origi 
nally reported in THe ConsTITUTION. 

‘I don’t mind going back,’’ saidhe, ‘‘only I 
wanted to be foot loose here for two or three 
days to look after some business. Then I in- 
tended going on to Birmingham. Idon’t see 
why I was arrested. I didn’t run away when 
I was arrested before, but have been in police 
headquartersen an average of once every two 
hours since I was released. If I had to go back 
I would have come without being arrested. As 
soon as I can leave here, say in three or four 
days, I want to go back and have it all cleared 
up,”’ 

Last night Mr. Frank Haralson swore out 
a writ of habeas corpus before Judge Calhoun. 
The writ was exanted. 

The case w.. be called in court of ordinary 
at 11 o'clock this morning.

HEFLIN IS HERE. 


| ANOTHER SEOUEL TO THE FAMOUS 


EL DDLEMAN CASE. 


One of the Witnesses Makes. Disclosures to 
the Grand Jury—He Surrenders to the 
Officers. 


Marion Heflin, witness in the Eddleman 
case, surrendered yesternay. 

His surrender was not unexpected. 

In fact, the authorities were only waiting 
far him to come in and tell the grand jury 
vhat he knew. 

It will be remembered that the testimony of 
Heflin and McCord wasthe main evidence no 
which the jury cleared George Eddleman of 
the charge of murdering Thomas J. Gresham 
at the last term of the superior court. 

‘After the arrest of Juror Albritton 
and the burning of the jury in effigy, Heflin 
and McCord disap: e .red from the city. Mc- 
Cord was followed up and arrrestedin Abbe- 
ville, 8. C., he having gone to his former home 
in Greenville, and thence to Abbeville. 

He was placed in Fulton county jail, where 
he still remains, awaiting further action of tne 
grand jury. Thecharge against him is per- 
jury. Investigation has established the fact 
that McCord was engaged in a job of painting 
two miles anda half from the city, about the 
time the killing occurred; but his testimony 
was that he was in the alley at the time of the 

ecurrence. 

Hetlin’s testimony was of a similar nature, 
and the suspicions of the authorities were di- 
rected against these men on account of their 
conduct after the sensational occurrences im- 
mediately following the trial. 

HEFLIN’S ANTECEDENTS. 

F. M. Heflin is a son of Captain L. L. 
Heflin, who formerly lived in Oak Grove dis- 
trict. 

He married a Miss Langford, but he did 
not get along well with his father-in-law, and 
he came to the city and has lived hereabouts 
forsome time. His wife died, leaving two 
little children 

Heflin had been knocking about town prior to 
the killing, and was employed at a box fac- 
tory in the city. After his disappearance, the 
grand jury put the officers on notice to pro- 
duce him at their next session. They found 
little trouble in getting on his trail, and his 
whereabouts have been pretty well known 
ever since. He is said to have gone to Ope- 
lika, then up in the edge of Tennessee, spent 
sometime in north Georgia, and Deputy Sheriff 
Perkerson kept pretty well up with him all 
the while. 

Hie was also in communication with his 
brother-in-iaw, C. M. Sentell, at Dock 
Walker’s mill, on the Air-Line, and also with 
his father in the city, and it is throught that 
he acted on their advice when he delivered 
himself to the sheriff yesterday. it was 
also understood that he would appear before 
the grand jury and make some disclosures. 

Captain Perkerson had been put on‘ notice 
that Heflin would come in on the Atr Line 
train, and when the train came in he was there 
on the lookout, but did not find his man. Re- 
turning to his office he was passing across the 
courthouse square when he met Mr. Hilde- 
brand, father of John Hildebrand, who has 
not been seen in the city since Heflin and Mc- 
Cord disappeared, and the old gentleman 
asked : 

‘‘Have you got a warrant for John ?”’ 

“No, sir,’’ answered the officer, ‘‘if 1 had T 
should have had him before now.’’ 

“Well, I thought you had one, and we're all 
on the watch for him. Can you tell me where 
heis? I don’t know, and I would like to find 
out.”’ 


‘No, I cannot tell you where he is, but if | 


we had w: inte d him we would have had him 
before now. 
HEFLIN SURRENDERS. 

A. few minutes afterward Captain Perkerson 
met Heflin with his father and brother-in-law, 
and placed him under arrest. 

“That is what I came for—to surrender my- 
self.’ 

“Yes, I have kept within two days of you 
ever since you left, and I knew we would get 
you sooner or later.’ 

BEFORE THE GRAND JURY. 

The grand jury was in session, and after a 
short talk, the prisoner was taken up before 
thai body, where he remained for some time. 

Just what transpired in there is not known, 
but it is believed that Hefiin made some im- 
portant disclosures concerning the Eddleman 
trial that will result in the issuing of warrants 
for other persons implicated in the matter. 

Hetiin protests that his evidence in the Ed- 
dleman trial was true and that there was no 
put up job about it, and he gives as his reason 


for leaving, the excitement of the people im- | 


m ‘diately ‘after the trial. He says that he had 
all the time intended tocome in and surrender 
so soon as the excitement abated. 

It has been the desire of the authorities to 


get at the bottom of the matter,and they were 
as much, Or more, interested in establishing | 
the identity of the men who put up the job, if | 


there was a job, as in apprehending the two 
witnesses in the case. 


If Heftlin’s testimony implicates any other | 


persons, their names have not been disclosed, 
and no warrants have been issued as yet. But 
it is believed that there will be today , orina 


short time, warrants sworn out for others who ! 


are believed to have been connected with the 


case, and it is the general opinion that some | 


sensational deyelopments in this case are im- 
minent. 
HILDEBRAND HEARD FROM. 

It has also been learned that John Hilde- 
brand has been trying to learn the whereabouts 
eo: Heftiin, and has written to Mr. Sentell to 
find out where Heflin was. 

Just what his object was in seeking this in- 
formation is only a matter of conjecture, but it 
is no doubt something in connection with the 
Eddleman trial. 

It is understood that the grand jury will 
make a searching investigation of the whole 
case and get to the bottom facts, if sucha 
thing is possible. 

If there was any chicaery pract’ced in 
working up the evidence, or in getting Al- 
britton on the jury, it will be found out and 
all the parties implicated will be called to 
account. Solicitor Hill is making a tlorough 
study of the case, and nothing will be left 
undone to unravel the mystery—if there is 
any mystery connected with it. 

RELEASED ON BAIL. 

After the grand jury was through with 
Hietlin he was conducted to the sheriff’s oftice, 
where he was required to give a bond of $2,000 
for his appearance. He did this without ditt- 
culty. his father, Captain L. T. Heflin, and 
his brother-in-law, Mr. C. M. Sentell. going 
on the bond. 

lietiin was then released.
